* Although it is slow going — and often confusing 
some things are happening within the railroad 
jndustry that can be called glimmers of hope 
First, the United States Railway Association, 
charged by Congress with proposing a railroad 
-reorganization program, has seen fit to issue a 
3iews release attempting to calm fears in Dhio 
-and other states over possible rail abandonment 
* As a m atter of fact, the position paper by Ar­ 
th u r D Lewis devoted a few paragraphs to the 
•Ruckeve state: 
1» 
I “ PERHAPS THE MAIN concern in each of 
ib e states I have visited has been the future of 
local branch lines This is of particular concern 
in Ohio because of the role these branch lines 
3>lay in the state’s diversified agricultural and 
•manufacturing economy, 
* “In view of this, the secretary of transporta* 
lion's report on the region's rail service which 
•labeled 25 per cent of the region's branch lines 
‘potentially excess’ has caused considerable 
concern in Ohio This outdated report was de­ 
signed to elicit public response a.id is not a direct 
part erf our planning process • 
“We have digested thoroughly the testimony 
and exhibits generated by the public hearings on 
the report conducted by the Rail Services Plan­ 
ning Office. In this regard I would like to empha­ 
size that elimination of light density line deficits 
is but one. and not the most important, key to re­ 
organization. And abandonment should only be 
used as a last resort An economically healthy 
rail system which will safely and efficiently 
serve the future freight and passenger needs of 
the region and the nation will not be created 
solely through abandonment.”

WE HEAD THAT to mean that reaction from 
businessmen and public officials has put a big 
Hole in the proposed abandonment program, but 
t*as not made it totally' inoperative. 
Public outcry over the patently ridiculous rec-

•service vital to both employment and product 
distribution obviously has had an impact. 
* The battle only has been partially won. how 
lever It is up to the public, businessmen and offi­ 
cials to stav alert to what reorganization means 
th term s of an area's economy. 
* Now that the association has clarified its post­ 
ilion that reorganization s main thrust will not be 
«•hutting down large sections of lines, we hope it 
lakes the next logical step That is, making the 
determinations that today’s energy picture and 
;fismg trucking costs point up the necessity of im­ 
proving rail service — both passenger and 
yeight — not reducing it. 
* A subsidy provision in the Regional Rail Re­ 
organization Act can be used by communities to 
protect local lines, but this should be relied upon 
.only as a last resort. 
1 we teel that a properly organized and effi- 
Nriently operated rail system will take care of the 
1 lieeds of virtually all areas of the nation. But if 
the reorganizers lean too heavily on the local 
suhsidy provision, they will be using some sec­ 
tions of the nation to help finance full service to 
areas of extremely heavv use. 
In some regions, the subsidv program may be 
the only answer, but we would prefer total effort 
-be directed toward developing a self-sustaining, 
Tull-service rail program before the subsidy bit is 
tried.

THE GOOD NEWS 
comes in three forms. 
First, with all its obvious faults. Amtrak still is 
drawing passengers in record proportions. That 
is rem arkable when you consider the many ob­ 
stacles that passengers have to contend with to 
use Amtrak It would have seemed more likely 
that passengers would have walked away from 
Amtrak — never to return 
Second, some new equipment has been put into 
service more ordered and officials seem sincere 
in restoring credibility to the rail passenger 
business 
Third. Congress is in the process of developing 
new legislation to assist in getting Amtrak 
rolling — not only with some new equipment but 
also into communities now’ without rail service 
The Senate and the House both have passed 
legislation which will be considered by a joint 
conference in mid-September Final form of the 
legislation is not known at this time, of course, 
hut there are some interesting potential options 
included in the bills under consideration. . 
* Both houses agree on the need for money for 
capital improvements such as new turbo trains, 
more locomotives and a new type of double- 
decker passenger cars for long-haul routes. 
The Senate bill also proposes easing the proc­ 
ess by which communities can be included in the 
nationwide Amtrak network. It calls for station 
improvements and high-speed trackage on both 
coasts 


SERVICE EXPANSION 
programs recom­ 
mended by the Senate include: establishment of 
so-called recreation routes from population cen­ 
ters to heavily used recreation areas;(planning 
for high-speed rail links to major airports and 
improving connections between trains and sub­ 
way or bus systems. 
Clearly, many of the Senate proposals will be 
eliminated from the final bill approved by the 
conference committee But it is important that 
the idea of expanding rail sen ice as well as im­ 
proving that already in existence has taken hold. 
Congressional observers say that even if the 
Senate proposals are not approved this year, 
they have struck a note of continuing m ajor Am­ 
trak improvements, and in the light of the energy 
and environmental crisis, are not overly expen­ 
sive. 
So many problems remain to be conquered 
before the nation enjoys the full benefit of a 
modem, efficiently operating rail system that 
many people tend to become discouraged. But it 
does appear that a positive direction has been 
staked out and slow progress has begun. 


Too Good Fairs 
Salemites, and other countians as well, are 
fortunate that they can avail themselves of 
outstanding county fairs when autumn ap­ 
proaches. The Columbiana County Fair at 
Lisbon and the Mahoning County agricultural 
exposition at Canfield, usually referred to as the 
Canfield Fair, are among Ohio’s best when it 
comes to independent fairs. 
This year’s events are now history, with 
memories still fresh in mind. The Columbiana 
County Fair attracted 92,000 persons, while the 
Canfield Fair drew 190.000 persons in the last two 
days, despite rainy weather. 
Both will be matched by continuing patronage 
so long as the fair boards continue their policy of 
constantly updating the facilities and keeping 
programs attuned to the public's dflfnands and 
nostalgic tastes Fairs, actually, are a blending 
of the modern with a touch of Americana that 
never dies out, thank goodness.

— Social Security is NOT an 
annuity program. Retirement 
benefits are not necessarily re­ 
lated to contributions made. 
For example, a family in which 
both the husband and wife 
worked and paid Social Secur­ 
ity taxes usually receives the 
same benefits as a family in 
which the wife did not work. 
— Social Security taxes are 
NOT paid into a trust fund ear­ 
marked for an individual’s fu­ 
ture retirem ent benefits. To­ 
day’s Social Security taxes are 
used to provide benefits for to­ 
day’s retirees» The Social Se­ 
curity “trust fund” now con­ 
tains approximately $68 billion.

But does 
that mean he’s met his respon­ 
sibility to the position, to the 
public*' 
I went to Mayor Alexander to

In 
the past five years about 3,000 
persons (1,200 witnesses plus 
family m em bers), have been 
relocated and given new lives 
under the program.

prosecutors convince an insider 
to talk, and to testify, the 
witness is put in protective 
custody. 
There are a number of “safe 
houses” around the country for 
this purpose, equipped with 
powerful 
outside floodlights, 
intrusion detectors and sur­ 
veillance systems. Some 35 
im portant 
w itnesses 
are 
currently residing in such "safe 
houses” 
while w aiting 
to 
testify. 
After testifying, a special 
bureau in the U.S. Marshal 
Sen'ice’s office creates new 
identifications for the witness 
and members of his family whd 
are to be relocated. There are 
new 
drivers 
licenses, birth 
certificates. Social Security 
cards. This “documentation” 
process costs about $1,000. 
One of the 94 U.S. Marshals, 
or one of the 1,600 deputy 
marshals, then goes to the 
place the witness is to be moved 
to. 
Living quarters are obtained, 
and potential employers who 
can be trusted are approached. 
The employers never learn the 
real name of their new workers, 
and are told only that he is a 
witness who needs his identity 
protected.

In 
transit, it stops at a M arshal’s 
office,

moving van belonging to a 
different company, which takes 
it to the ultimate destination. 
THE WITNESS and family 
members usually are flown to

They are discouraged from 
talking to anyone about their 
past.

GSA figures obtained from 
congressional sources show 
that the Nixon budget for his 
lirst 10 months out of office 
compares with a total of $1.1 
million spent for Johnson, his 
immediate predecessor, during 
the four years Johnson lived 
alter retiring as president. 
Of that total, Johnson re­ 
ceived about $370.000 for transi­ 
tion expenses and $37.000 in 
pension funds during his first 17 
months out of office. The presi­ 
dential pension has since been 
increased to $60.000 annually. 
The Nixon proposal, worked 
out by Nixon aides and Samp­ 
son in unannounced meeting in 
San Clemente, Calif., imme­ 
diately after the resignation, 
would take full advantage of 
both the Former Presidents Act 
of 1958 and the Presidential 
Transition Act ol 1963. 
The Transition Act provides a 
former president with up to

check on perceptual, plus basic 
learning skills development of 
children just beginning school, 
individual testing of all 251 kin­ 
dergarten students in Salem 
public schools is being under­ 
taken for the first time this 
year. 
Supervised by Mrs. 
Mary 
Doyle, perception coordinator, 
the tests are being adminis­ 
tered by her staff of parapro- 
i 
essionals. 
Mrs. 
Barbara 
loeckling, Mrs. Lois Gleckler, 
Mrs. Beverly Hippely, Mrs. 
Judy Watterson and Mrs. Doro­ 
thy Zimmerman. 
The children are evaluated in 
five areas: 
- Gross-motor development, 
where youngsters are asked to 
hop. kick, jump and catch ball 
to determine the development 
and awareness of large muscle 
activity. 
- Fine-motor development, or 
how well little fingers can use 
pencils, turn pages, etc. 
- Visual perception, how chil­ 
dren see and repeat patterns. 
- Audio perception (atten­ 
tion), the concentration level of 
the child and how well he can 
reach a conclusion, repeat 
words and numbers. 
- language, or how much 
knowledge the youngster has of 
such words as hat, envelope, 
twig, and other everyday vo­ 
cabulary. 
The Salem perceptual devel­ 


opment program is a preven­ 
tive one, according to Mrs. 
Doyle, which attempts to deter­ 
mine early any weaknesses and 
work at correcting them to pre­ 
vent first defeats in the class­ 
room and ward off future frus­ 
trations. 
The program coordinator 
emphasizes the tests have noth­ 
ing to do with intelligence quo­ 
tients. Teachers for the most 
part, work with the youngsters 
in areas where help is needed 
as a regular part of the class­ 
room process. The five para- 
professionals teach some chil­ 
dren individually in areas 
where they are weak in basic 
development skills. 
All contribute to preparation 
for academic learning, paying 
attention, learning to concen­ 
trate and expanding the reten­ 
tion span 


Mrs. Doyle has high praise 
for the trained para profession­ 
al teachers and their “ dedica 
tion and vital interest” in the 
program, carried out in the kin­ 
dergarten and early primary 
grades.

gangrene. Tobacco multiplies 
the likelihood of these problems 
in both normal people and 
diabetics. It is plain common 
sense that if you have an in­ 
creased risk to start with that 
you shouldn't multiply it. 
t igarette smoke causes the 
small platelets in the blood, 
responsible for the formation of 
a blood clot, to clump. This may 
he a factor in the increased 
incidence of heart attacks and 
vascular disease in cigarette 
smokers.

Walk to School, 
Children Urged

County Motor Club. 
Pool rides with other parents 
to 
help 
reduce 
traffic, 
congestion in the area near the 
school. 
Never double park or stop too 
near a crosswalk; this creates 
dangers for walking children 
and hampers to school safety 


patrols. 
Always load and unload 
children on the school side of 
the street. 
Check with school officials 
concerning a special schedule 
for children who ride and a 
designated area for picking up 
and discharging them. If no 
provisions are made, then set 
your schedule based on your 
own observations and con­ 
clusions. 
Do not discipline children en 
route to school. If they become 
too 
rowdy 
and 
must 
be 
corrected, stop the car first. 
Remember, you are driving 
into 
an 
area 
of 
heavy 
pedestrian traffic. 
In urging children to walk to 
school, the AAA official noted 
that it is not just for exercise, 


but that the safety record shows 
that children walking to class 
are about as well protected as 
they ever are, and adds: 
“The children also benefit 
from the daily experience in 
traffic which helps teach self- 
reliance and judgment in 
meeting everyday situations.”

Your Child's Health 
Proper Exercise and Hearts

“ Most of us don’t wear out— 
we rust out.” 
So says Dr. Theodore Klumpp 
of New York, a vigorous tennis 
player at 70, and a student of 
physical exercise and fitness. 
The biological rusting which 
shortens lives and brings on 
physical complaints can start 
in childhood. That is the time 
when a habit of indolence and 
inactivity may be born. 
Television is an invitation to 
remain lounging for many 


hours in front of the tube, 
rather than engaging in games 
and sports. 
Being given, or demanding, a 
ride to school, or to the public 
library, to a friend’s house, 
rather than walking some 
moderate distance (in ac­ 
ceptable weather) doesn’t help 
keep a child’s heart healthy or 
the muscles toned up. 
P E O P L E , 
in clu d in g 
children, invent lots of reasons 
for not exercising. Some think 
of 
their 
bodies 
like 
an 
automobile that will wear out 
faster the more it is used. But 


our bodies, unlike automobiles, 
renew themselves, with new 
cells replacing the old. Exer­ 
cise and 
physical 
fitness 
prdmote 
this 
rejuvenation 
process. 
Another belief is that exer­ 
cise o(«physical activity makes 
you hungrier, and so you will 
consume more calories and 
gain weight. 
But the opposite is true. Most 
people 
can 
eat 
more, 
in 
calories, 
once 
they 
have 
slimmed down and brought 
their weight problem under 
control. 


T E U II 
CHILDREN 
that 
regular exercise in a normal 
person acts to benefit the heart 
and lungs, adds to strength and 
endurance, 
even 
helps 
resistance to various diseases. 
And 
calories 
do 
count. 
Consume more than you spend, 
and 
you 
can 
gain 
weight. 
Exercise, move your body, and 
you can spend the excess and 
lose some extra pounds put on 
by having consumed too many 
calories. 
Growing children who have 
no handicaps should challenge 
all their muscles. Flabby 
muscles become subject to easy 
injury, and aching backs is part 
of thè plague. 
Children imitate parents, 
who can set examples of 
exercise and sports as fun ways 
to maintain a healthy body. 


Walk with them, go bowling, 
play table tennis, skate, choose 
something 
you 
and 
your 
children can enjoy. It can give 
you more time to share their 
lives and thoughts and feelings. 
C O N S ID E R , 
carefu lly, 
shaping your children into a 
lifelong interest in exercise. 
Team sports are rewarding in 
many ways, but later are dif­ 
ficult 
to 
participate 
in. 
Encourage interests in sports 
that a couple or few people can 
do together. 
“ Hard work never hurt a 
healthy heart,” said a famous 
heart specialist, the late Dr. 
Paul 
Dudley 
White, 
who 
followed 
his 
own 
advice 
religiously and died at 87 from a 
stroke. 
He and others call on parents 
to begin early to institute habits 


and 
attitudes 
with 
their 
children designed to keep 
hearts healthy for a long life. 
BECOM E AW ARE 
of risk 
factors that may endanger the 
heart and shorten life: High 
blood cholesterol is one. High 
blood pressure, which can and 
does occur in children, so ask 
your 
doctor 
to 
check 
it 
routinely. 
Diabetes. 
Being 
overweight. Simply eating too 
much food. Cigarette smoking. 
Paying attention to these and 
other risk factors adds up to 
giving your child's heart, and 
your own, a far better chance 
for a long, healthy life

New Alcohol Director 
Hopes To Reach the

Taking the “ shame” out of 
alcoholism 
and 
educating 
people on treatment of the 
“ family disease” is the goal of 
the 
new 
director 
of 
the 
Columbiana County Council on 
Alcoholism. 
A. Victor Lang said what he 
hopes to do iS reach “ the big 
mass of problem drinkers that 
now isn’t being reached” out of 
an estimated 2.500 alcoholics in 
the county. 
Lang pointed out that “ skid 
row bums” represent no more 
than 3 per cent of the alcoholics 
in the nation and probably no 
•more than 10 per cent are 
referred to clinics by the police, 
courts, and welfare offices. 
The 62-year-old director said 
the great mass of problem 
drinkers is made up of men and 
women who hold steady jobs, 
have families, and often on the 
surface cannot be distinguished 
Irom “ healthy” persons. 
Hits All Levels 
A volunteer worker at the 
Youngstown Alcoholic Clinic 
lor 12 years. Lang stressed that 
problem drinking today is a big 
problem among the wealthy 
and upper-middle class, as well 
as with the poor. 
He said women, particularly, 
are affected when they have 
little todoaround the house and 
so go to the club regularly to 
drink. Boredom is the chief 
cause of this kind of alcoholism, 
the director said. 
Lang remarked that although 
alcoholism is “ naturally more 
rite in urban areas” where 
there is a‘ concentration of 
poverty and ghettoes. “ it’s a 
great 
problem” 
here 
in 
Columbiana County too. 
lie plans to work closely with 
ihe 
professional 
group— 
doctors, lawyers, clergymen, 
and businessmen—in fighting 
alcohol abuse here. Admitting 
that it is “ a difficult group to 
reach,” he said he is deter­ 
mined to get the message 
across. 
Is Available 
“ I will be available for any 
group whatsoever that wants a 
general 
discussion 
of 
alcoholism.” Lang said. He also 
is interested in talking to school 
groups and clubs throughout 
the county. 
Counseling through his office 
at 607 E.Lincoln Way, Lisbon, is 
“ utterly confidential’’ to allow 
persons to build up a trust. He 
said this is the only way to 
reach the 80 to 90 per cent of 
problem drinkers who are 
getting no help now. 
“'I he fellowship of Alcoholics 
Anonymous is the most ef­ 
fect ive approach to any person 
who chooses to do something 
about it.” the director declared. 
“ We can. through Alcoholics 
Anonymous, create an at­ 
mosphere that can influence 
the problem drinker.”

Here’s another column on my 
visit to The People’s Republic 
of China as a member of the 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
Association’s delegation. 
Ann Landers is asking the 
questions, tor a change, and the 
answers are being supplied by 
physicians, nurses, shop clerks, 
hotel employees, interpreters 
anyone who can understand 
my frightful Chinese. Imagine 
my em barrassm ent when 
I 
butchered several sentences of 
M andarin and a physician 
responded in perfect English. 
"It isn’t necessary to speak in 
Chinese. I spent two years at 
the University of Chicago." 
My question to a 35-year-old 
Chinese professional woman 
(m arried), one of the most 
attractive and articulate people 
I met on the entire trip: "I 
understand there is very little 
prem arital sex in your country. 
Is this true?’’ Answer: "Yes. 
And there are good reasons for 
it. Nearly half of our country’s 
population is under 30 years of 
age. This means 400 million of 
our people have been reared 
under Mao’s teachings. To keep 
the birth 
ra te down, 
the 
Chairman has suggested 25 as a 
good age for a woman to m arry, 
and 28 for a man. Sex before 
m arriage is considered highly 
im m oral 
and 
com pletely 
unacceptable. 
Our 
young 
people are taught at a very 
early age that all their time and 
energy must be spent in self- 
improvement, study or work." 
Question: "But how do they 
keep their normal sex drives 
under control? Isn’t it natural 
for members of the opposite sex 
to become attracted to one 
another?" Asnwer: “A child 
whose thoughts are conditioned 
from birth grows up to believe 
as he has been taught. We teach 
our young children that sex 
before m arriage is a shameful 
and disgraceful thing. A young 
couple who strays from these 
teachings is looked down upon 
by their peers. The Chairm an’s 
motto is, ‘Serve the people,’ and 
young couples who spend their 
time amusing themselves with 
sex are not serving the people. 
They are being selfish, and they 
are taking time and energy 
from study and work." 
Question: "Are you saying 
there is NO prem arital sex in 
The P eople’s 
Republic 
of 
C h in a?" A nsw er: "Such a 
statem ent would be ridiculous. 
In a country with 800 million 
people, there must, of course, 
be exceptions. But I am sure we 
have less sex before m arriage 
as 
well 
as 
OUTSIDE 
of 
m arriage, than any country in 
the world. Adultery is quite 
uncommon. It is considered

concubines 
and 
prostitutes are against the law 
and most wives look upon sex 
as their mothers did. Also, they 
are too hard-working to be 
sexy. A fter a woman has 
produced one or two children, 
she feels she has done her duty. 
There are many exceptions, of 
course, 
but 
most Chinese 
women consider sex a chore." 
I 
replied. "You have 800 
million people in your country. 
This suggests to me that 
SOMEBODY around here must 
be interested in sex.’’ Answer: 
"Surely you 
know 
a 
large 
family is not proof of sexiness. 
It is m ore' often a sign of 
poverty and ignorance. That 
population figure of 800 million 
reflects what went on BEFORE 
our intensive family planning 
program.
